highway, and without a warrant 
searched it and seized some liquor 
found therein, and also impounded 
the automobile.

"I firmly believe the agitation on 


the question of search and seizure 
is pure political bunk.

The valus is placed at $500, which 
is $2 a pound. That is more than 
housewives pay for steak; but it's 
cheap enough for such a 
snake,

Progressives In Call For 


Historic Meeting 


T 


HE opening gun in the greatest eco- 


nomic and political battle since the 


Dred Scott case is to be fired by the pro- 
"gressives at Chicago May 25 and 26, 
•when the First National Conference on 
Railroad Valuation assembles. 


The full significance of the call has not 


yet dawned on Washington, but this con- 
ference is certain to have consequences 
for the whole country that will be funda- 
mental and far-reacning. 


The conference will bring .together not 


less than a dozen governors, a like num- 
ber of mayors of important cities, and 
probably about 50 members of the sen- 
ate and the house to consider the ques- 
tion of railroad and public utility valu- 
ation.

confer with some of the best known rail-, 
road and public utility experts and engi- 
neers in the country regarding the valu- 
ation problem. 


The outcome of the conference will' be 


a definite plan for presenting to the In- 
terstate 
Commerce commission, the 


courts and various local public utility 
commissions throughout the country 
"the people's side" in the valuation cases 
which are now pending. 


The conference is likewise certain to 


have tremendous political significance in 
view of the fact that it will center the 
attention of the country upon railroad 
valuation, and will put the enemies of 
the progressives on the defensive, in the 
position of condoning valuation claims, 
filed by the railroads and the public util- 
ities, that are designed to lay intolerable 
burdens upon generations yet unborn.

N THE eve of the conference, these 
facts regarding railroad valuation 


siand out in bold relief: 


1. If the railroad claims are allowed, 


the Interstate Commerce commission will 
fix a valuation upon the American trans- 
portation system of not less than $25,- 
000,000,000. 


2. The commission has already accept- 


ed "tentative figures" allowing the roads 
more than $8,000,000,000 on about one- 
third of the total railroad mileage of the 
United States. These "tentative" valu- 
ation figures exceed the capitalization of 
the roads affected, which progressives in 
the past have repeatedly charged are 
swollen with watered-stock and fraud. 


Z. The valuation allowed the railroads 


under the Esch-Cummins law is $18,900,- 
•000, and the rate guaranty section of 
that law compels the commission to 
maintain fates at a level where they will 
yield not less than 5V£ per cent profit on 
this valuation. 


4. At the time the Esch-Cummins law 


•was passed by congress in 1920, the ag- 
gregate market value of all railroad se- 


. curities, representing the 
price they 


would actually bring on the market, was 
less than $12,000,000,000.. 


5. Eminent and impartial authorities 


Cummins:law boosted freight rates 36 
per cent in 1920. 


The railroads have an even larger ob- 


jective, however, in the valuation fight. 
They fore-see a national revolt against 
present rates and service and the possi- 
bility of government ownership looming 
in the near future. 
If they can estab- 


lish a valuation of 25 billions, they can 
transfer their properties to Uncle Sam 
and rake off 13 billions in excess of the 
price they would have to accept if they 
were left to the market quotations on 
railroad securities. 


In other words the American people 


would be saddled with a "bonus" to the 
banks which own the railroads of about 
half the huge public debt incurred in 
the late World War, which reached about 
30 billions. This is the "stake" the rail- 
roads are playing for and it is the calam- 
ity, from which the progressives are tryv 
ing to save the people. 


The Chicago conference this month 


will present to the public the vital, un- 
der-lying facts about railroad valuation. 
It will show that the railroads are ignor- 
ing their actual investment and attempt- 
ing to have the final valuation based on 
reproduction new of all railroad prop- 
erty, plus the "unearned increment" and 
social values which the growth of the 
country has produced.

THE WORLD IN FALSEFACE, by George 


Jean Nathan (Knopf: New Tork). ; 


Here is a decidedly outstanding volume 
of • 


criticism. In it George Jean Nathan sets forth, 
his ideas on the seven aesthetics with charac- 
teristic satirical style. In reality the book is 
an autobiography of his emotions toward all 
things in general which have occupied his pro- 
fessional attention in the last 20 years. There „ 
are those who say he is unfair, professionally 
aloof, snobbishly biased. No less a light than 
my worthy contemporary, Henry Scott Rubel 
of the State, Journal says that Mr. Nathan 
takes advantage; of innocent situations in or- 
der to exercise his cruel sarcasm, which pas- 
time Eubel calls: "intellectual dishonesty." But 
I am sfraid that-no such motives prompt the 
irony of Nathan. I do think he lets himself in 
for unusual abuse because he is so frank about 
his own' emotions. His only interest in- life is 
the theater—he is proud of the fact. He has a 
well defined code of values,—a certain stan- 
dard by which to judge the gold and the dross 
of all that goes on behind the footlights. His 
criticism of the other arts is naturally in the 
light of those same standards. And every one 
of'us knows that 90 percent of our modern in- 
stitutions cannot stand the merciless scrutiny 
that even the ordinary dramatic critic gives to 
the play. 
Why, then, because Mr. Nathan 


dares to watch the world with the same lenses 
through which he ogles the drama, and why, 
because he is endowed with a satirical style par 
excellence, should we condemn him? Mostly, 1 
suppose, because he tramps 
on EVERY- 


BODY'S toes at one time or another. In all the 
world each of us has some few intellectual ol 
spiritual idols. Mr. Nathan has none. So if 
you. haven't cringed at the reading of an iron- 
cal tirade by him against something near and 
dear, don't get optomistic. He's just passed 40 
and probably hasn't gotten around to you yet. 


If you are really anxious1 to'think, and if you 


can stand by dispassionately to observe your 
pet institutions riddled and scorched, read The 
World in Falseface. You'll find the relation of 
Nathan's reactions to the various phases ol 


r American civilization instructive, enter- 


taining, and more than all else, disillusioning.
